SCHOOL  REPORT. 


As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  submit  the  following  Re- 
port: 

I  found  the  schools  in  good  condition  and  well  sup- 
plied with  necessities  for  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 
A  few  geographies,  readers  and  arithmetics  were  needed  as 
well  as  writing  material,  etc.  These  were  supplied  and 
also  a  new  set  of  Brands  Physiologies  and  a  set  of  writing 
books  by  Shaylor  and  Shattuck. 

The  school  committee  have  been  prompt  in  caring  for 
the  school  buildings  and  surroundings,  making  numerous 
repairs. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  pupils,  one  new  flag  has 
been  obtained  and  the  pole  has  been  erected. 

Rank  cards  have  not  been  used  but  I  think  they  should 
be.  They  help  to  interest  the  pupils  in  their  daily  work 
and  to  keep  the  parents  in  closer  touch  with  the  progress 
of  their  children. 

On  account  of  so  few  pupils  in  the  Rhodes  District,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term  the  school  was  closed  and 
the  pupils  carried  to  No.  3  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

A  written  examination  was  given  at  the  ending  of  the 
Spring  and  Fall  Terms  in  all  the  schools  as  were  several 
others  given  to  the  larger  scholars  to  get  them  better 
acquainted  with  what  they  will  have  to  go  through  on 
entering  more  advanced  institutions. 

I  examined  each  school  orally  at  the  end  of  the  Winter 
Term  and  was  much  pleased  with  the  result  and  to  know

I  had  been  able  to  procure  such  competent  teachers  to  help 
me  throughout  the  year. 

The  schools  now  are  in  need  of  a  new  set  of  spellers,  a 
few  algebras  for  the  larger  scholars,  and  more  books  for 
supplementary  reading. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  teachers  be  paid  more  salary 
so  as  to  secure  the  best,  and  that  the  schools  be  made  as 
large  as  possible,  even  at  the  expense  of  conveying  the 
pupils  of  a  small  school  to  another  close  by.
